The Peace Bridge 
Expansion Project is gaining 

In January and February, 
public open houses were held 
in Fort Erie and Buffalo, 
allowing residents in the 
neighbouring municipalities 
to offer their input on what 
design concept they would 
like to see built. 

There were five choices 
provided and the results have 
determined that the three- 
span arch option is most 
favoured by people on both 
sides of the border. 

"Overwhelmingly, the 
three-span arch was selected 
by the public," said Peace 
Bridge Authority (PBA) gen¬ 
eral manager Ron Rienas, on

This means a final 
Environmental Impact 
Statement (EIS) can be sub¬ 
mitted to the Town of Fort 
Erie and the City of Buffalo 
for approval. Once that is 
done, it will then be consid¬ 
ered by regulatory agencies 
in the U.S. and then a record 
of decision can be made. 

Rienas said the majority 
of work that still needs to be 
done heading toward get¬ 
ting a shovel in the ground 
lies on the U.S side of the 
border, as plans to erect a 
new plaza there need to be 
approved. 

An environmental 

approval from the federal 
government is still needed 
for the portion of the bridge 
that will lay across the 
Canadian side of the 
Niagara River.

Five design concepts were presented 
to the public at open houses held in Fort Erie and Buffalo in January and February and the one seen above was heavily 
favoured according to the input gathered. A final Environmental Impact Statement is expected to be forwarded to the Town of 
Fort Erie and the City of Buffalo by September of this year, followed by a record of decision in 2011. In 2008, a two-tower 
cable-stay bridge was nixed by a variety of U.S. agencies because of the impacts it would have on migratory birds.

Certain features of the Fort 
Erie Skatepark have been 
removed from its plans, for 
budget reasons. 

At Monday's council-in- 
committee meeting, local 
politicians debated for an 
hour about what could be 
done to re-instate a handful 
of amenities originally 
planned for the anticipated 
facility, since the park's con¬ 
sultant LANDInc designed it 
27 per cent over budget. 

In the end, council 
approved the staff report to 
award construction contracts 
for the recently scaled-down 
skateboard and BMX park 
Construction work will be 
undertaken by the UCC 
Group of Toronto for 


$476,505 excluding taxes and 
local company Lawns and 
More will be responsible for 
landscaping features at the 
park for $55,963. Council 
originally set aside $560,000 
for the project, with $400,000 
of that amount coming from 
government stimulus fund¬ 
ing. 

Removed from the 
skatepark's plans are a 
"beginner bowl" and associ¬ 
ated drainage and grading 
works. Also eliminated after 
council's decision on 
Monday is an extension wall 
on the larger bowl designed 
for more advanced skate¬ 
boarders and stairs between 
the bowl and street parks. 
There are several other ele¬ 
ments in the street park that 
have been simplified. To 
bring them back to the table, 
council would need another 
$56,000. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
feels removing these aspects 
of the facility isn't necessary 
and that an alternative 
source of funding, possibly 
from a Town account, should 
be investigated to bring back 



all the features originally 
planned in the design con¬ 
cept. He feels eliminating 
portions of the park that 
would be utilized by younger, 
aspiring skaters is the wrong 
direction and it could result 
in injury or discouragement. 

“By taking out the begin¬ 
ner portions of this, you've 
either forced someone who 
wants to learn the art to start 
on a part where they should¬ 
n't be, or you're going to 
scare them away complete¬ 
ly," he said. 

He continued by saying 
this is a project that has been 
on the table for too many 
years and that settling for a 
facility of lesser quality with¬ 
out looking for funds else¬ 
where isn't the right way to 
g°- 

"To start 'nickelling and 
diming' at this point. I'm not 
in favour of that," he said. 

Ward 1 Coun. Sandy 
Annunziata, who along with 
Ward 4 Coun. Tim Whitfield 
were highly opposed to the 
skatepark's chosen location

next to Town Hall when it 
was discussed earlier this 
year, isn't satisfied with the 
recent changes. 

Instead of providing the 
public with a "watered 
down" facility, he feels the 
chosen site should be re¬ 
evaluated. 

"Any reasonable person 
having 


confidence shaken by the 
misleading information pro¬ 
vided to council from so- 
called experts, should 
demand thoughtful recon¬ 
sideration of the proposed 
site in order to achieve the 
original vision. But instead, 
certain councillors are more 
than willing to throw hard 
earned tax dollars to fix a 
problem that was flawed 
from the start," said 
Annunziata following the 
meeting. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
said council should trust the 
vision of the skatepark com¬ 
mittee, as it says in the staff 
report that it supports these 
changes. 

"This is what they want," 

Mayor Doug Martin said 
he would like to be able to 
provide more cash for the 
project from the Town but 
pulling money from other 
Town funds when there is no 
indication at this 


point that the amount can be 
replaced, is something he 
isn't comfortable with. 

"I wish we had more, but I 
simply can't support finding 
dollars, without a report to 
see where we will get the 
funds from or how we'll be 
impacted," said Martin. 

Stephen Passero, chair of 
the skatepark advisory com¬ 
mittee said although the 
project has been modified, it 
will still be a great facility and 
that the committee whole¬ 
heartedly supports the rec¬ 
ommendation made by staff. 

"It's been a lengthy but 
worthwhile process, but at 
the end of the day, the 
skatepark the community 
will be getting is top-notch 
and we know the users of the 
park will be thrilled when it's 
completed," said Passero. 

The skatepark is expected 
to be complete by November 
as work will begin later this
